AjS it's likely the following Treaty may fall into 
xl the Hands of many Perfons who are unac¬ 
quainted with , or have any Idea of the Power, 
Strength , and Confederacy of the Six Nations of In-* 
dians, their prefent Tributaries, Dependents, Allies, 
and Form of Government \ 1 judg'd the publifhing 
the following inflruEtive and entertaining Account of 
them , might be ufeful \ and the more Jo, as it never 
was made Publick 'til lately , that it was communi¬ 
cated to a Friend , by a P erf on f of good Under (land¬ 
ing and Probity \ one who is very well skill'd in the 
Indian affairs, * adopted into one of their Tribes, is 
of their Council, and their conflant Interpreter at 
the Philadelphia Treaties, as he was at This. 

This Confederacy have been generally filed the 
Five Nations of Indians, bordering upon Pennfylva-

«« nation into the Five Nations ; and confidering how highly they value 
themfelves above all others, it mull be accounted no {mall one.—I

he told me, that now I had a Right to affume to my felf all the -Uts 
f‘ of Valour he had performed.”

nia and New-York; but, fince the Junction of the 
Tulcarora\f of Carolina to them , they are called the 
Six Nations j of whom the following Account is 
given : 

r. The Cony oikos or Mohawks; the fir ft Promoter 
of the Confederacy, f He is filed in the Council of 
all the Nations , Docary hoogou, i. e. Prelident, or 
Eldeft. 

a. The Ouayiuts or Onoyders, were thefirf that 
join'd in the Confederacy with the Mohawks, by put¬ 
ting themfehes under their Protection. He calls the 
Mohawk his Father, and in Return he is called a 
Son : The Mohawk ufed him for his Ambaflador to 
the other Nations : In Council he is f iled Niharonta- 
quoa, or the great Tree*. 

3. The Onontago'j were the next that joined , and 
of their own Accord became Confederates; they are 
therefore called by the Mohawks, Brothers; and by the 
Onoyders, Fathers, becaufe they had not been forced 
into the Alliance as the Onoyders were: He is called 
in Council Sagochfaanagechteront, /. e. the Arms, or 
Names-bearer. 

4. The Jenontowano’j orSinikers, next joined in the 
Alliance of their own Confent ; they are filed by the 
Mohawks and Onontago\r, Brothers, and by the O- 
noyders, Fathers: His Title in Council is Onughka- 
arydaawy, whofe Signification is not known, andDyi- 
onenhookaraw, /. e. Open Doors for Friends and 
Enemies.

4 The Indian Idiom ; they always Rile a whole Nation in the Jingular 
Number. 

* A Tree is their moft frequent Emblem of Peace. To plant a Tree 
whofe Top may reach to the Sun, and it’s Branches may extend over 
the whole Country, is a Phrafe for a lading Covenant of Peace. 
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5. The CaiukquoV, the laft of the Five Nation Al¬ 
liance ^ being compelled thereto by the reft, is Brother 
to the Onoyders, and Son to the others \ is ftiled in 
Council Ganunawantoowano, or the f great Pipe. 

6 . TufcaroraV joined in the Alliance about thirty 
twoTears ago, being compelled thereto by the EnglTlh 
of Carolina : He is Brother to the Onoyders and 
Cayukquo'j, and Son to the others \ has no Title in 
Council, but is frequently called a Fool. 

The Dependents and Tributaries of thefe Nations . 

Mohickons, who formerly lived on Hudfon\r Ri¬ 
ver, and in New-Engl and \ they have been conquer'd 
by the Five Nations, their Breech-Cloth taken from 
them, and a Petticoat put upon them. When they ap¬ 
ply to their Conquerors, they humbly call themfelves 
Women : The Five Nations call them by the fame 
Name when they fpeak feverely to 'em : At other Times 
they call them Coufins, and are. in Return called 
Uncles. 

Delawares are in the fame Condition as the Mq- 
Jiickons, were dealt with in like Manner ; and are 
Tributary in an * * Indian Sen/e.

+ The great Pipe, or Calumet of the Indians, refembles the Olive- 
branch of Antiquity, always a Badge of Peace. 

* “ All the Nations round them have, for many Years, entirely fub- 
‘‘ niitted to them, (the Five Nations,) and pay a yearly Tribute in Warn- 
“ pum : They dare neither make War nor Peace without the Confent 
“ of the Mohawks. Two old Men commonly go about every' Year or 
“ two to receive this Tribute ; and I have had Opportunity to obferve 
“ what Anxiety the poor Indians were under, whillt the two old Men 
“ remained in that Part of the Country where I was. An old Mohawk 
“ Sachem, in a poor Blanket and a dirty Shirt, may be feen iffuing his 
“ Orders with as abfolute Authority as a Roman Dictator, or King o.f 
“ France C. Colden’s Hiltory. 
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Shawanefe are Brethren to the Six Nations, but 
are not in the Confederacy : 7 heir Coming from the 
Spanilh Dominions is remember'd by many now li ving. 
The Five Nations gave them Lands on the Weft Branch 
of Sufquehanna, and therefore claim a Superiority 
over them, for which the Shawanefe mortally hate 
them. 'The greateft Tart of 'em, a few Tears ago , went 
to (ettle on the River Ohio, which is a Branch of the 
JMifhfippi, and heads with the Weft Branch of Suf¬ 
quehanna. One Tribe of them is quite gone down to 
New Spain; there are a few left ftiU at Wyomink on 
the North Branch of Sufquehanna, and others have a 
large Town on an ljland in the Weft Branch, about 
jo Miles above the Forks. They are the moft reftlefs 
and mifchievous of all the Indians. 

Coneftogo Indians have been all deftroyed by the 
Five Nations, except a few whom the Onoyders 
adopted: Whenthefe had forgot their Language, they 
were fent back to Coneftogo, where a few are now 
left, and (peak the Onoyder’j Language. 

Nantikooks are in Alliance with the Six Nations, 
and not Tributary \ acknowledging themfel ves to be (bel¬ 
ter'd by their Whigs : They live within the Borders of 
Maryland, a few about Coneftogo, and fome have 
fettled lately at the Mouth of the River Skohoo- 
niaty or Jeniaty, which is a Creek that falls into the 
Sufquehanna from the Weft beyond the Mountains. 

Tutolofr originally lived in Virginia, there are but 
few of them \ they fettled lately at Shamokin, {on 
the Baft Side of Sufquehanna, juft below the Forks) 
and are intirely devoted to the Six Nations.

The fcveral Nations of Indians with whom the Six 
Nations or Iroquois are in Alliance; according to 
the Information given Conrad Weiser, Efq; in 
open Council at Turfehawkin , at their Return 
from the Treaty at Philadelphia , in July, 1742. 

s. A Nation of Indians, living on the Wef Side of 
the Lake Erie* and along the Streights of Huron'.* 
Lake. They are called by the Iroquois, Unighkellyi- 
akon ; con/ifiing of about Thirty Towns, each of about 
Q.00 fighting Men. 

0.. The fecond Nation , lives among the freceeding , 

called - con/ifiing of Four Towns of their own 

People, and 400 able Men in all. 

3. The third Nation , called by the Iroquois, Tfhi- 
fagech * Roanu, lives on the Eafi Side of the Huron’.* 
Lake ; feveral of the Council have been there , and all 
agree they have Three large Towns of 600, 800, 
and 1000 able Men. 

4. The fourth,called^ wightwis Roanu, Two large 
Towns, and about aoo Men in all , live at the Heads 
of Huakiky River , near the little Lakes. 

5. Oskiakikas, living on a Branch of Ohio, that 
heads near the Lake Erie, Four large Towns of about 
1000 Warriours. 

6 . Oyachtawnuh Roanu, near Black-River, con - 
fifing 0/Four Towns, and 1000 Warriours. 

7. Keghetawkcgh Roanu, upon the great River 
iMiflifippi, above the Mouth of Ohio : Three Towns ; 
the Number of People uncertain.

* Roanu fignifies Nation or People, in the Language of the Six 
Nations. 
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S. Kerhawguegh Roanu, federal Savage Nations , 
as their Names fignify, (the People of the Wilderhefs) 
live on the North Side of Huron’j Lake-, they neither 
flant Corn, nor any thing elfe, bat live alogether upon 
Flefh, Fife, Roots and Herbsan infinite Number of 
Teople , oj late become Allies to the Six Nations. 

Thus far proceeds Conrad Wiiser’s Account. 

I jhall now give the befl Account I could colled, of 
their Religion, and Form of Government. As 
to their Religion, It appears from feveral Paffages 
in their Treaties with the Englifh, that they believe 
in One GOD, the Creator of the Univerfe ; that 
there is a future State of Rewards and TRuriifoments ; 
and that evil Spirits have an Influence upon human 
Actions. As a Reward to the firfi Founders of their 
Union, they believe them to be now deified in Heaven. 
Their Form of Worjhip 1 have not learnt. Upon the 
Whole, they (eem to be the beji Sort of Deifts. 

Their Form of Government, is a Council of their 
oldeft and wifefl Men, who have been great tVarri- 
ours : Every one of the Six Nations have fuch a 
Council, in which all Matters relating to that Na¬ 
ture, are determin'd : And if it is of great Moment, 
they confult their young Warriours, and the Bufinefs 
is debated with great Deliberation . In Foreign Af¬ 
fairs, which relate to the Union in general, every one 
of the Six Nations fends Deputies out of their Coun¬ 
cil, to a General Council \ and this General Council, 
as well as the Tarticular Ones, confult the young 
Warriours, and have their Concurrence, before any 
Matter of great Confequence is determined. All their 
Debates in Council, are manag'd with great Decency 
and Deliberation \ and the Refolution is imprinted in 
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the Memory of One chofen from among them, of great 
Reputation and Elocution, who is appointed to (peak 
in 'Tublick. He is ajfifled by a 'Prompter, who puts 
him in Mind of any Thing he forgets. They have no 
coercive Tower over their young IVarriours \ they 
can only perfuade and admonifh \ nor ha ve they any Tu- 
nijhment but Death ; Crimes that by their Laws do 
not deferve that, are forgiven, after proper Reproofs . 

/Then any Tropofals are made by them, in their 
Treaties with the white ''People, or by the white Teo- 
ple to them , they make the Io——hau, or Shout of 
Approbation, which is performed thus: The Speaker , 
after a Paufe, in aflow Tone pronounces the U—huy \ 
all the other Sachems in perfect Silence : So foon as 
he flops , they all with one Voice, in exalt Time, be¬ 
gin one general Io', raifing and falling their Voices 
as the Arch of a Circle , and then raife it as 
high as at firfl, and flop at the height at once , in 
exact Time ; and if it is of great Conference, the 
Speaker gives the U— huy thrice, and they make the 
Shout as often. It is ufual, when the white Peo¬ 
ple /peak to them, as they give a Belt or String of 
Wampum, for the Interpreter to begin the U—huy, 
and the Indians to make the bhotit. 

The Six Nations, as was obferved before, border 
upon the Provinces of Pennsylvania and New-Yoik : 
The refl, which are mentioned as their Dependents 
and Allies, lye near the French Settlements, fome 
amidfl, and fome beyond them. The W iidom of the 
Chiels in this Confederacy hath gained them no left 
Reputation than their Courage ; which indeed has 
flruck Terror into the remotefl Indian Nations of North 
America, and forc'd them to court the Friendjhip and 
Protection of Juch a formidable Tower . 

a The 
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7 he Moderation and Equity of the firft ‘Proprietor 
of Pennfylvania, gained the abfolute Confidence and 
Affection of this brave People : They mere convinced 
of his Ttndernels for them, and in Return they 
have eretted him lafling Monuments in their grateful 
Hearts : They revere this good Man's Memory, and 
his Praifes will only ceafe with the Nations them- 
lelves . 

The following Claufesfrom a Collettion of Charters, SCc. 
printed at Philadelphia 1740, are, amottgft many 
others, firong Proofs of the Proprietor^ equitable 
Regard to thefe People . 

44 That no Man, fays he, fhall by any Ways or 
44 Means, in Word or Deed, affront or wrong any 
44 Indian', but he fhall incur the lame Penalty of the 
“ Law, as if he had committed it ag^inft hi $ fellow 
44 Planter : And if any Indian fhall ahuie, in Word 
44 or Deed, any Planter of this Province, that he 
44 fhall not be his own Judge upon the Indian j but 
44 he fhall make his Complaint to the Governor of 
“ the Province , or his Lieutenant or Deputy, or 
44 fome inferior Magifirate near him; who fhall, to 
44 the utmoft of his Power, take Care, with the 
44 King of the faid Indian, that all reafonable Satif* 
44 fa&ion be made to the faid injured Planter. 

u That all Differences between the Planters and 
44 the Natives, fhall alfo be ended by Twelve Men, 
44 that is, by Six Planters and Six Natives , that fo 
44 we may live friendly together, as much as in us 
44 lieth, preventing all Occafions of Heart-burnings 
44 and Mifchief.” 

A Condutt regulated by fitch Principles of Love 
and Jufticc, could not fail to influence this dijcerning 

People , 
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i"People , and biafs them in favour of the English; a 
Continuance of the like Conduct tnuft attach them in¬ 
violably : And the prefent worthy Governor and Coun¬ 
cil feem fo fenfible of the Necejfity of cultivating a good 
Under{landing with the Six Nations, as to be likely ta 
omit no Opportunity of brightening the Chain, or 
increafing the Fire of Friendlhip with them. 

The Confidence which thefe Nations repofe in their 
Interpreter, is a Proof of his Induftry, good Senfe, 
and Addrels: Nothing could have happened more fa¬ 
vourably to the Englilh Settlements , than that thefe 
delicate Affairs Jhould be in the Hands of a Perfon 
equally juft, ana a Friend to both. 

The French are perpetually labouring to debauch 
their Faith to the English : Their hmifftries, the 
briefs, an indefatigable , artful , inf mating Race, are 
conflantly labouring to gain Admittance amongfl them. 
They affume all Shapes, try every Spring \ they mag¬ 
nify the Power and Grandeur of France ; they ftudy 
to render the English diminutive and contemptible ; 
they foment every little Occafion of Difgufl , and leave 
no Stone unturned to prejudice us in their Lfteem. 

Hitherto the Honour of the Six Nations, and the 
experienced good Intentions and Probity of the Eng¬ 
lish, have been a fiifficient Barrier againfl all their 
Intrigues : But it cannot be imprudent to countermine 
the intended Mifchief by giving fuitable Encourage¬ 
ment to proper Perfons , to converfe with the Indians, 
and fludy their Genius. An open- hearted Gene> ofity 
wins them effectually : The Temper of the English 
is happily fuited to this ; and the additional Qualifica¬ 
tions of Integrity and Prudence, mufi in Lime pave 
the PVay to an AJcendency in their Councils ; and by 
this Means the Subtilty of the French would be 
utterly defeated. 


One 
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One fees , in the following fhort Sketch of the Beha¬ 
viour of the Indians, ftrong 'Traces 0/ good Senfe, a 
nice Addrefs in the Conduit of their Affairs, a noble 
Simplicity, and that manly Fortitude which is the 
conflant Companion of Integrity. The Friendjhip of a 
Nation like this , iho’ under the appellation of Savages 
or Barbarians, is an Honour to the mofi civiliz'd c Peo- 
ple : I fay nothing of the Advantage which is derived 
from them by Commerce : And the French well 
know, by dear Experience , how terrible they are to 
their Emmies in IVar, 

u When we fpeak of the Five Nations in France, 
“ (fays an * Author of that Country) they are 
“ thought, by common Miftakc, to be mere Bar- 
“ barians , always thirfting after human Blood : BuC 
“ their true Character is very different. They are 
“ the fierceft and moft formidable People in North 
“ America \ at the fame Time as politick and judi- 
“ cions , as well can be imagined : This appears 
“ from the Management of the Affairs which they 
“ tranfaft, not only with the French and English, 
“ but likewife with almoft all the Indians of this 
“ vaft Continent.”

T HE Governor and the Commiffioners took 
fome of the Indian Chiefs by the Hand, and 
after they had feated themfelves, the Governor bid 
them welcome into the Government, and there be¬ 
ing Wine and Punch prepared for them, the Gover¬ 
nor and the feveral Commiffioners, drank Health 
to the Six Nations ; and CanaJateego y Tachanoontia y 
and lome other Chiefs return’d the Compliment, 
drinking the Healths of Onas , Affaraquoa , and the 
Governor of Maryland. 

After they were all ferved with Wine, Punch, 
Pipes and Tobacco, the Governor told the Indians , 
as it was neceffary and indeed cuftormry, That they 
Ihould have fome Time to reft after fo long a Jour¬ 
ney, and as he thought three Days would be fuffi- 
cient for that Purpofe; therefore, on Monday he 
propos’d to lpeak to them, after which the Com¬ 
miffioners would take their own Time to deliver 
what they had to fay. 

C A NAS ATE EGO anfwered the Governor, 

t We thank you for giving us Time to reft; we 
c are come to you, and fhall leave it intirely to 
* you, to appoint the Time when we Ihall meet 
4 you again. 

‘ We like wife leave it to the Governor of Mary - 
‘ land , by whole Invitation we come here, to ap- 

‘ point 
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1 point a Time, when he will pleafe to mention 
4 the Keafon of his inviting us. 

‘ As to our Brother Affaraquoa , we have at this 
< prefent Time, nothing to fay to him; not, but 
4 we have a great deal to fay to j 4 ([araquoa, which 
4 muft be laid at one Time or another • but not be- 
4 ing fatisfied, whether He or We Ihou'd begin 
4 firft, we Ihall leave it wholly to our Brother Onas y 
4 to adjuft this between us, and to fay which Ihall 
4 begin firft/

L he Hon e Commiflioners of Maryland. 

The Governor fpoke as follows : 

* Honourable Gentlemen , Commijfioner s for the 
4 Governments of Virginia and Maryland, 
4 and BRETHREN, Sachems or Chiefs 
4 of the Indians of the Six Nations, 

* At a Treaty held by me two Years ago, in be- 
4 half of the Government of c Penn{ylvania , with a 
4 Number of the Chiefs of the Indians of the Six 
4 Nations , I was defired by them to write to the 
4 Government of Maryland , concerning fome Lands 
\ in the back Parts of that Province, which they 
Bz t claimed

4 claimed a Right to, from their Conquefts over the 
‘ antient P* flHTors, and which have been fettled 
4 by f >me of the Inhabitants of that Government, 

* without their Confent, or any Purchafe made from 
4 them. 

* It was at that Time underftood, That the 
4 Claim was upon Maryland only; but it has fince 
4 appeared, by fome Letters formerly wrote by Mr. 
4 Prefi lent Logan , to the late Governor of Mary - 

* land\ that it related likewife, to fome Lands in 

* the back Parts of Virginia. 

‘ The Governors of thofe Colonies foon manifeft- 
4 ed a truly equitable Difpofition, to come to any 
4 reafonable Terms with the Six Nations, on ac- 
4 count of thofe Lands ; and defired, that, for that 
4 End, a Time and Place might be fixed for a 
4 Tieaty with them. 

4 But before this cou’d be effe&ed, an unfortu- 
4 nate Skiimilh happened, in the back Parts of 
4 Virginia, between fome of the Militia there, and 
4 a Paity of the Indian Warriors of the Six Nations, 
4 wirh Lme Lois on both Sides. Who was the 
4 AggoiLrs, is not at this Time to be difcuffed, 
4 both Parties having agreed to bury that Affair in 
4 Oblivion ; and the Government of Virginia , hav- 
f ‘ n §> in Token of the Continuance of their Friend- 
4 fhio, prefented the Six Nations, through my 
4 Hands, with Goods to the Value of One Hundred 
4 Pounds Sterling, to prevent further Hoftilities, and 
4 to heal this Breach. 

4 I had, before the Prefent was given, made a 
c Tender of my good Offices, which both Parties 
4 accepted, and confented, on my Inftances, to lay 
4 down their Arms : Since which, the Faith pledg¬ 
ed to me has been mutually preferved, and a 

* Tim? 
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4 Time and Place has been agreed upon, through 
4 my Intervention, tor accommodating all Dififer- 
4 ences, and fcr l'ettling a firm Peace, Union, and 
4 Friendship, as well between the Government of 
4 Virginia , as that of Maryland\ and the Indians of 
4 the Six Nations . 

4 The Honourable the Commiflioners for thefe 
4 two Governments, and the Deputies of the Six 
4 Nations , are now met at the Place appointed for 
4 the Treaty, 

4 It only remains therefore for me to fay, that if 
4 my further good Offices fhall be thought ufeful, 
4 for the Accompliffiment of this good Work, you 
4 may rely moft flu redly upon them. 

f * 4 But I ho;e, Honourable Gentlemen Com- 
4 miflioners, it will not be taken amifs, if I go a 
4 little further, and briefly reprefent to you, how 
4 efpecially necdTary it is, at this Jun&ure, for His 
4 Majefty’s Service, and the Good of all His Colo- 
4 nies, in this Part of His Dominions, that Peace 
4 and Friendffiip be eftablifhed between your Go- 
4 vernments, and the Indians of the Six Nations. 

4 Thefe Indians , by their Situation, are a Fron- 
4 tier to fome of them ; and from thence, if Friends, 
4 are capable of defending their Settlements; if E- 
4 nemies, of making cruel Ravages upon them ; if 
4 Neuters, they may deny the French a Paflage 
4 through their Country, and give us timely Notice 
4 of their Deflgns. 

4 Thefe are but fome of the Motives for cultiva- 
4 ting a good Underftanding with them, but from 
4 hence, the Difad vantages of a Rupture are abun-

4 dantly 
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4 dantly evident. Every Advantage you gain over 
4 them in War, will be a Weakening of the Bar- 

* rier of thofe Colonies, and confequently be, in Ef- 
‘ fedt, Vidtories over yourfelves, and your Fellow 
4 Subjedls. Some Allowances for their Prejudices 

* and Paffions, and a Prefent now and then, for the 
4 Relief of their Neceflities, which have, in fome 
4 Meafure, been brought upon them, by their In- 

* tercourfe with us, and by our yearly extending 
4 our Settlements, will probably tye them more 
4 clofely to the Britijb Intereft. 

4 This has been the Method of New-Tork , and 
4 Tennjyhania , and will not put you to fo much 
4 Expence in Twenty Years, as the carrying on a 
4 War againft them will do, in One. 

4 The French very well know the Importance of 
4 thefe Nations to us; and will not fail, by Pre- 
4 fents, and their other ufual Arts, to take Advan- 
4 tage of any Mifunderftandings we may have with 
4 them. 

4 But I will detain you, Gentlemen, no longer; 
4 your ownfuperior Knowledge will fuggeft to you, 
4 more than I can fay, on this Subjedt.' 

4 FRIEND Sand BRETHREN, Sachetns 
4 or Chiefs of the Indians of the Six Nations , 
4 Thefe, your Brethren of Virginia and Mary - 
4 land , are come to enlarge the Fire which was 
4 almoft gone out, and to make it burn clearer, to 
4 brighten the Chain which had contradled fome 
4 Ruft, and to renew their Friendlhip with you; 
4 which it is their Defire, may laft fo long as the 
r : Sun, the Moon, and the Stars lhall give Light. 

4 Their Powers are derived from the great King 

* of England, your Father, and whatever Conclu- 

i fion§ 
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1 lions they fhall come to with you, will be as firm 
* and binding, as if the Governors of thele Provin- 
4 ces were themfelves here. 

4 I am your Brother, and, which is more, I am 
4 your true Friend: As you know from Experience 
4 that I am fo, I will now give you a few Words 
4 of Advice. 

4 Receive thefe your Brethren with open Arms; 
4 unite yourfelves to them in the Covenant Chain, 
4 and be you with them as one Body and one Soul. 

4 I make no Doubt, but the Governor of Cana - 
4 da has been taking Pains to widen the Breach 
4 between thefe, your Brethren of Virginia, and 
4 you; but as you cannot have forgot the Hatred 
4 the French have always born to your Nations, 
4 and how kindly on the contrary you have been 
4 treated, and how faithfully you have been pro- 
4 te&ed by the great King of England, and his 
4 Subjects, you will not be at a Lofs to fee into the 
4 Deligns of that Governor. He wants to divide 
4 you from us, the more ealily to deftroy you ; 
4 which he will moft certainly do, if you fufFer your- 
4 felves to be deluded by him. 

4 As to what relates to the Friendship, eftablilh- 
4 ed between the Government of Fennfylvania , and 
4 your Nations, I will take another Day to fpeak 
4 to you upon it.* 

And to enforce what had been faid, the Gover¬ 
nor laid down a Belt of Wampum ; upon which, the 
Indians gayc their ufual Cry of Approbation. 

After a fhort Paufe, the Governor ordered the 
Interpreter to tell the Indians, That as they had 
greatly exceeded their appointed Time of meeting 

the 
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the Commiffioners, he recommended to tb^m, to 
ule all the Expedition poffinle, in giving their An- 
l'wer to what had been laid, th.it they might forth¬ 
with proceed to treat with the rel',ective Comm.l- 
fioners, on the Bufinefs they came about. 

Then the Governor addrefiVd himfelf to the 
Honourable Commiffioners, in the following Man¬ 
ner : 

‘ GENTLEMEN^ the Honourable the Cow - 
‘ mi [[loners of Virginia ana Maryland, 

‘ 1^ in the future Courle of this Treaty, my 

* good Offices fhall be thought ufeful, you may 

* moft affuiedly rely upon them/ 

For which Speech, all the Commiffioners return’d 
the Governor their Thanks. 

Then Canafaleego repeated to the Interpreter, 
the Subftance of what the Governor had ljpoke, 
in order to know if he had underftood him right ; 
a Method always made Ufe of by the Indians: 
And when the Interpreter told him, he had 
taken the true Senfe, Canafateego proceeded to re¬ 
turn the Thanks of the Six Nations , for the Gover¬ 
nor’s kind Advice, promifing to follow it, as far as 
lay in their Power; but as it was their Cuftom, 
when a Belt was given, to return another, they 
would take Time till the Afternoon, to provide 
One, and would then give their Anfwer,

BROTHER O NAS, 

‘ You fpeke, in the Prelence of AJJdraquoa , and 
* the Governor of Maryland , to us, advmng us to 
4 receive them as our Brethren, and to unite with 
4 them in the Covenant Chain, as one Body, and 
4 one Soul. We have always confidered them aS 
4 our Brethren, and as fuch, lha i be willing to 
4 brighten the Chain of Friendfhip with them. 

4 But fince there are fome Dilutes between US, 
4 refpe&ing the L«mds poffcfTed bv them, which 
4 formerly belonged to us; we, according to MiC 
4 Cuftom, propole to have thofe Diff re co fi it 
4 adjufted, and then we fhall proceed to t. r li m 
4 the Friendfhip lubfiitmg between us, whici will 
4 meet with no Obltiuction, after theic Matters are 
‘ fettled. *

Here 
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Here they prefented the Governor with a Belt of 
Warnpm y in Return for the Belt given them in the 
Adorning, by the Governor. 

Then the Governor, in Reply, fpoke as follows; 

* 1 receive your Belt with great Kindnefs and 
4 Affection ; and as to what relates to the Govern- 
4 ments of Virginia and Maryland , the Honourable 
4 Commiffioners now prefent, are ready to treat 
‘ with you. I fhall only add, that the Goods for 
4 the Hundred Pounds Sterlings put into my Hands 
4 by the Governor of Virginia , as a Token of his 
4 good Difpofition to preferve Friendihip with you, 
4 are now in Town, and ready to be delivered, in 
4 Confequence of what was told you by Conrad 
( Heifer , when he was laft at Onondago, * 

Then the Governor, turning to the Commiflioners 
of Virginia and Maryland , faid, 

GENTLEMEN,\ 

4 I have now finifhed what was incumbent upon 
4 me to fay, by way of Introduction, to the Indi- 
4 ans, and as you have full Authority from your 
* rel'pe&ive Governments, to treat with them, I 
4 fhall leave the reft entirely to you, and either ftay, 
4 or withdraw, as you fhall think it moft for your 
4 Service. ' 

The Commiflioners faid, they were all of Opinion, 
it would be for their Advantage to have the Go¬ 
vernor to ftay with them; and therefore, they una- 
pimoufly defired he would favour them with the 
Continuance of his Pieftnce, while they fhould be

in Treaty with the Indians : Which, his Honour 
faid, he would, at their Inftance, very readily do, 
believing it might expedite their Bufinefs, and pre¬ 
vent any Jealoufy the Indians might conceive, an 
his withdrawing. 

The CommilTioners of Maryland ordered the In¬ 
terpreter to acquaint the Indians , that the Gover¬ 
nor of Maryland was going to fpeak to them \ and 
then fpoke as follows : 

< FRIENDS and BRETHREN, of the 
* united Six Nations, 

‘ We who are deputed from the Government o£ 
‘ Maryland , by a Commiflion under the Gieat Seal 
‘ of that Province, now in our Hands, and which 
‘ will be interpreted to you, bid you welcome; and, 
‘ in Token that we are very glad to fee you here 
‘ as Brethren, we give you this String of IFam^um^ 

Here the ufual Cry of probation was given. 

‘ When the Governor of Maryland received the 
‘ iirft Notice, about Seven Years ago, of your 
‘ Claim to fome Lands in that Province, he thought 
‘ our Friends and Brethren of the Six Nations , had 
c little Reafon to complain of any Injury from Ma- 
c ryland\ and that they would be fo well convinc’d 
c thereof, on further Deliberation, as he fhould hear 
£ no more of it: But you fpoke of that Matter 
c again to the Governor of Tennfylvania , about, 
f two Years fince, as if you defigned to terrify us, 

‘ It was very inconfiderately faid by you, That 
1 you would do your [elves JuJlice , by going to take 
\ payment yourfelves. Such an Attempt would 
C $ f haye 
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4 have intirely diflblved the Chain of Friendfhip, 
4 lubfifhng not only between us, but perhaps be- 

* tween the other EngLifb and you. 

* We aflurc you, our People, who are numerous, 

* courageous, and have Arms ready in their Hands, 

* will not fuffer themlelves to be hurt in their Lives 

* and Eftates. 

* But however, the old and wife People of Ma- 
4 ryland, immediately met in Council; and upon 
4 confidering, very cooly, your rafh Expreflion, a- 
4 greed to invite their Brethren, the Six Nations , 
4 to this Place, that they might learn of them, 

* what Right they have to the Land in Maryland ; 

* and, if they had any, to make them lome ieafon- 
4 able Compenfation for if. 

4 Therefore, the Governor of Maryland has fent 
4 us to meet and treat with you, about this Affair, 
4 and the brightening and ftrengthening the Chain, 
4 which hath long fubfifted between us; and as an 
4 Earneft of our Sincerity and good Will towards 
f you, we prefent you with this Belt of Wampum. 

Here the Cry of approbation was given. 

4 Our great King of England, and his Subje&s, 
4 have always pofllff d the Province of Maryland,\ 
4 free and undifturbed from any Claim of the Six 
4 Nations, for above One Hundred Years paft; and 
4 your not faying any Thing to us before, convin- 
4 ces us, you thought you had no Pretence to any 
4 Lands in Maryland: Nor can we yet find out, to 
4 what Lands, or under what Title, you make 
4 your Claim. 

4 For the Sufquehanmh Indians , by a Treaty a- 
4 bove Ninety Years fince, which is on the Table, 

J and 
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« and will be interpreted to you, GIVE and 
* TILL D, to the Lngli/b Narion, their Heirs 
1 and Affigrr for ever, rhc greatcft Part, if not all, 
4 of the Land we poflefs, from : Patuxent River, on 
4 the 7 Vefiern, as well from Chef tank River, on 
4 the Lajlern Side of the guai b . y of Chefafcak : 
4 And near Sixty Years ago, ^ou acknowledged to 
4 the Governor of New- 7 oi at Albany , That you 
4 had given your 1 ands, and fubnntted yourfelves, 
4 to the King of England. 

4 We are that great King’s Subje&s, and we pot- 
4 fefs and erj oy the Province of Maryland, by Vir- 
4 tue of his Right and Sovereignty thereto: Why 
4 then will you ftir up any Quarrel between you 
4 and ourfelves, who are as one Man, under the 
4 Prote&ion of that great King ? 

4 We need not put you in Mind of the Treaty, 
4 which, we fuppofe, you have had from your Fa- 
4 thers, made with the Province of Maryland\ near 
4 Seventy Years ago; and renewed and confirmed 
4 twice fince that Time. 

4 By thefe Treaties, we became Brethren: We 
4 have always liv’d as fuch, and hope always to 
4 continue fo. 

4 We have this further to fay, that altho’ we 
4 are not fatisfied of the Juftice of your Claim to 
4 any Lands in Maryland\ yet we are defirous of 
4 {hewing our brotherly Kindnels and Affe&ion, and 
4 to prevent, by any reafonable Way, every Mif- 
4 underftanding between the Province of Maryland 
4 and you, our Brethren of the Six Nations. 

4 For this Purpofe, we have brought with us a 
4 Quantity of Goods, for our Brethren the Six Na- 
4 lions ; and which will be delivered you, as foon as 
{ we lhall have received yopr Anfwer. and made 

' 4 fo 
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4 fo bright and large a Fire, as may burn pure and 
4 clear whilft the Sun and Moon fhall Ihine. 

‘ We have now freely and openly laid our Bo- 
4 foms bare to you ; and that you may be the bet- 
4 ter confirmed of the Truth of our Hearts, we 
4 give you this Belt of Wampum. * 

Here the ufual Cry of approbation was given. 

After a little Time, Canafateego fpoke: 

4 BROTHER , the Governor of Maryland, 

4 We have heard what you have laid to us; and 
4 as you have gone back to old Times, we cannot 
4 give you an Anfwer now ; but we fhall take what 
4 you have faid into Confideration, and return you 
4 an Anfwer fome Time To-morrow. 1 

He then fat down; and after fome Time, fpoke 
£gain: 

4 BROTHER , the Governor of Maryland, 

4 If you have made any Enquiry into Indian Af- 
4 fairs, you well know, that we have always had 
4 our Guns, Hatchets, and Kettles mended, when 
4 ever we come to fee our Brethren: Brother Onas y 
6 and the Governor of New-Tork y always do this 
4 for us; and we give you this early Notice, that 
4 we may not thereby be delayed, being defirous, 
4 as well as you, to give all poffible Difpatch to 
t Bufinefs, to be tranfaded between us. * 

The Cornmiflioners of Virginia and Maryland 
faid, fince it was cuftomary, they would give Or¬ 
ders to have every Thing belonging to them mend? 
£d, that ihould want it.

C AN AS ATE EGO fpofce as follows: 

4 BROTHER, the Governor of Maryland, 

4 When you invited us to kindle a Council-Fire 
4 with you, ConedogrvaniCi was the Place agreed 
4 upon ; but afterwards, you, by our Brother Onas , 
4 on fecond Thoughts, confidering that it wou’d be 
4 difficult to get Proviflons, and other Accommoda- 
4 tions, where there were but few Houfes or Inba- 
4 bitants, defired we wou’d meet you our Brethren 
4 at Lancafler, and at his Inftance we very readily 
4 agreed to meet you here, and are glad of the 
4 Change : For we have found Plenty of every 
4 Thing, and as yefterday you bid us welcome, and 
4 told us you were glad to fee Us; we likewife 
4 aflure you, we are glad to fee you, and in Token 
4 of our Satisfaction, we prefent you with this String 
‘ of PVampum.' 

Which was received with the itfual Ceremony . 

4 BRO- 
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‘ B ROT HE R, the Governor of Maryland, 

* You tell us, That when about leven Years ago, 
you heard by our Brother Onas, of our Claim to 
f 'me Lands in your Province, you took no Notice 
of it; believing as you fay, That when we fhou'd 
come to re-confider that Matter, we fhou'd find 
we had no Right to make any Complaint of the 
Governor of Maryland ’ and wou'd drop our De¬ 
mand : And that, when about two Years ago, 
we mentioned it again to our Brother Onas , you 
fay we did it in fuch Terms, as look'd like a De- 
iign to terrify you: And you tell us further, 
That we muft be befides ourfelves, in ufing fuch 
a ralh Exprellion, as to tell you, IVe know how 
to do ourfelves Juft ice, if you fhou'd fill refufe. 
It is true we did fay fo, but without any ill De- 
fign : For we muft inform you, That when we 
fir it dcfired our Brother Onas to ufe his Influence 
with you, to procure us Satisfaction to our Lands, 
we at the fame Time defired him, in cale you 
ihou’d difregard our Demand, to write to the 
great King beyond the Seas, who wou'd own us 
for his Children, as well as you, to compel you to 
do us Juftice : And two Years ago, when he had 
found you paid no Regard to our juft Demand, 
nor that Brother Onas had convey'd our Com¬ 
plaint to the great King over the Seas, we wee 
ref lv'd to uie fuch Expreflions as wou'd make 
the greateft Impreffions on your Minds \ and we 
find it has had it's EfieCt: For you tell us, that 
Tour wife Aden held a Council together, and agreed 
to invite us, and to enquire of our Right to any of 
your. Lands, and if it Jhou’d be found that we had 
a Right, we were to have a Comfenfation made 
for them* And like wile you tell us, that Our 
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Brother the Governor of Maryland, by the 'Advice 
of thefe wife Men , has fent up to brighten the 
Chain , and t 6 ajfure us of his Willingnefs to remove 
whatever impedes a good Under(landing between us. 
This fhews, that your wife Men tinderftood our 
Bxpreflions in their true Senfe. 

‘ We had no Defign to terrify you, but to put 
you on the doing us the Juftice you had fo long 
delayed : Your wife Men have done well, and as 
there is no Obftacle to a good Underftanding be* 
tween us, except this Affair of the Land, we, on 
our Parts, do give you the ftrongeft Affurances of 
our good Difpofition towards you; and that we 
are as defirous as you, to brighten the Chain, and 
to put away all Hinderances to a perfect good 
Underftanding: And in Token of our Sincerity, 
we give you this Belt of Wampum. K 

Which was received with the ufual Ceremony, 

1 BROTHER , the Governor of Maryland, 

* When you mentioned the Affair of the Land 
Yefterdav, you went back to old Times, and told 
us, you had been in Poffeffion of the Province of 
Maryland , above One Hundred Years; but what 
is a Hundred Years, in Comparif^n of the Length 
of Time fince our Claim began ? Since we came 
out of this Ground ? For we muft tell you, that 
long before a Hundred Years, our Anceftors came 
out of this very Ground, and their Children have 
remained here ever fince. 

‘ You came out of the Ground in a Country that 
lies beyond the Seas; there you may have a juft 
Claim, bur here you muft allow us to be your 
elder Brethren, and the Lands to belong to us 
long before you knew any Thing of them, 

D ‘ It 
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* It is true, that above One Hundred Years ago 
4 the Dutch came here in a Ship, and brought with 
‘ them feveral Goods, fuch as Auls, Knives, Hat- 
4 chets, Guns, and many other Particulars, which 
* they gave us: And when they had taught us how 
4 to ufe their Things, and we faw what Sort of 
4 People they were, wc were fo well pleafed with 
4 them, that we tied their Ship to the Buihes on 
4 the Shore ; and afterwards, liking them ftill bet- 
4 ter the longer they ftaid with us, and thinking the 
4 Buihes too flender, we removed the Rope and tied 
4 it to the Trees; and as the Trees were liable to 
4 be blown down by high Winds, or to decay of 
4 themfelves, from the Affe&ion we bore them, a - 
4 gain removed the Rope, and tied it to a ftrong 
4 and big Rock:' Here, the Interpreter faid y they 
mean the Oncido Country. ‘ And not content with 
4 this, for its further Security, we removed the 
4 Rope to the big Mountain, ’ Here , the Interpreter 
Jays, they mean the Onondago Country. 4 and there 
4 we tied it very faft, and rolled Wampum about it; 
4 and to make it ftill more fecure, we flood upon 
4 the Wampum , and fat down upon it, to defend if, 
4 and to prevent any Hurt coming to it, and did 
4 our beft Endeavours, that it might remain unin- 
4 jur’d for ever. 

4 During all this Time, the New-comers the 
4 Dutch , acknowledged our Right to the Lands, 
and follicited us from time to time, to grant them 
part of our Country, to enter into League and 
Covenant with us, and to become one People 
4 with us. 

4 After this, the Engl'tfb came into the Country, 
and as we were told, became one People with the 
w •* About two Years after the Arrival of 

4 the 
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the Engli/by an Englijh Governor came to Albany \ 
and finding what great Friendfhip fubfifted be¬ 
tween us and the Dutch , he approv’d it mightily, 
and defired to make as ftiong a League, and to 
be upon as good Terms with us, as the Dutch 
were, with whom he was united, and to become 
one People with us \ and by his further Care in 
looking into what had pafs’d between us, he 
found, That the Rope which tied the Ship to the 
great Mountain, was only faft’ned with Wampum, 
which was liable to break and rot, and to peiifti 
in a Courfe of Years : He therefore told us, that 
he would give us a Silver Chain, which wou’d be 
much ftronger, and wou’d laft for ever : This we 
accepted, and faft’ned the Ship with it, and it has 
lafted ever fince. 

* Indeed, w r e have had fome fmall Differences 
with the Englijb , and during thefe Mifunderftand- 
ings, fome of their young Men wou’d, by way of 
Reproach, be every now and then telling us, that 
we fhou’d have periihed, if they had not come 
into the Country, and furniihed us with Strowds, 
Hatchets, Guns, and other Things neceflary lor 
the Support of Life : But we always gave them 
to underftand, that they were miftaken \ that we 
liv’d before they came amongft us, and as well or 
better, if we may believe what our Fore-fathers 
have told us ; We had then Room onough, and 
Plenty of Deer, which was eafily caught; and 
tho* we had not Knives and Hatchets, and Deer, 
fuch as we have now, yet we had Knives of Stone, 
and Hatchets of Stone, and Bows and Arrows, 
and thefe ferv’d our Ufes, as well then, as the 
Engli/h ones do now : Wc are now ftraightned, 
and fometimes in want of .Peer, and liable to 
Da 4 many 
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1 niany more Inconveniences, fince the Englifh came 
‘ among us, and particularly from that Pen and Ink 
‘ Work, that is going on at the Table ; and we 
‘ will give you an Inftance of this. 

‘ Our Brother O NAS, a great while ago came 
‘ to Albany, to buy the Sufquehannah Lands of us; 
‘ but our Brother the Governor of New-Tork , who, 

* as we fuppofe, had not a good Underftanding with 

* our Brother Onas , adviled us not to fell him 

* any Land, for he wou’d make an ill Ufe of it; 
‘ and pretending to be our good Friend, he advifed 
c us, in order to prevent Onas , or any other Per- 

* fons impofing upon us, and that we might always 

* have our Land when we Ihou’d want it, to put it 

* into his Hands \ and told us, he wou’d keep it 

* for our U(e, and never open his Hands, but keep 
1 them clofe fhut, and not part with any of it, but 

* at our Requeft. 

‘ Accordingly, we trufted him, and put our Land 
‘ into his Hands, and charged him to keep it fafe 
‘ for our UTe : But l'ome Time after, he went away 
‘ to England, and carried our Land with him, and 

* there fold it to our Brother Onas , for a large 
c Sum of Money j and when, at the Inftance of our 
4 Brother Onas , we were minded to fell him fome 

* Land, he told us, we had fold the Sufquehannah 
4 Lands already, to the Governor of New-Tork, 
4 and he had bought them from him in England ; 

* tho’ when he came to underftaqd, how the Go- 
‘ vernor of New-Tork had deceived us, he very 
4 generoufly paid us for our Lands over again. 

4 Tho’ we mention this Inftance of an Impoft- 
1 tion put upon us, by the Governor of New-Tork , 
4 yet we mult do the Englifh the Jufticc to fay, 
6 We have had their hearty Afliftance, in our Wars 

* with 
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< with the French ; who were no {boner arriv'd 
« amongft us, than they began to render us uneafy, 

‘ an d to provoke us to War; and we have had 
4 feveral Wars with them ; during all which, we 
4 conftantly received Afliftance from the Englifb ; 

4 and by their Means, we have always been able, to 
4 keep up our Heads againft their Attacks. 

4 We now come nearer home : We have had 
4 your Deeds interpreted to us, and we acknow- 
4 ledge them to be good and valed ; and that the 
4 Coneflogo or Sufquehannah Indians , had a Right to 
4 fell thofe Lands to you, for they were then theirs; 
4 but fince that Time we have conquered them, 

4 and their Country now belongs to us, and the 
4 Lands we demanded Satisfa&ion for, are no Part 
4 of the Lands compris’d in thofe Deeds, they arc 
4 the Cohongoronta Lands; thofe, we are fiirtf-yoU; 
4 have not pofltfled One hundred Years; no, no* 
4 above ten Years, and we made our Demand, as 
4 foon as we knew your People was fettled in thofe 
4 Parts ; thefe have never been fold, but remain 
4 Rill to be difpofed of; and we are well pleafed to 
4 hear you are well provided with Goods, and do 
4 affure you, of our Willingnefs to treat with you, 
4 for thefe unpurchas’d Lands; In confirmation 
4 whereof, we prefent yon with this Belt of Wam- 
1 fum.’ 

Which was received with the ufual Ceremony, 

P AN AS 4 ? E EGO added, 4 That as the 
4 three Governors of Virginia , Maryland and Fenn- 
4 fylvania had divided the Lands among them, they 
4 cou’d not for this Reafon tqll, how much each 
4 had got, nor were they concerned about it, fothat 
4 they were paid bv all the Governors, for the fe- 

4 veral 
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* veral Parts each polTdTed, and this they left to 
4 their Honour and Juftice.*

4 SACHEMS and Warriours of the Six 
4 united Nations, our Friends and Brethren y 
4 At our Defire, the Governor of Penfylvania in- 
4 vited you to this Council-Fire} we have waited a 
4 long Time for you; but now you are come, you 
4 are heartily welcome, and we are very glad to fee 
4 you : We give you this String of Wampum.' 

Which was received with the ufual Cry of Approbation. 

4 BRETHREN, 

4 In the Year 1736, four of your Sachems wrote 
4 a Letter to James Logan Efqj then Prefident of 
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Tennfylvania , to let the Governor of Virginia 
know, that you expe&ed fome Confideration lor 
Lands, in the Occupation of fome of the People 
4 of Virginia . 

4 Upon feeing a Copy of this Letter, the Gover- 
4 nor with the Council of Virginia , took fome Time 
4 to confider of it : They found, on looking into 
4 the old Treaties, that you had given up your 
4 Lands to the great King, who has had Poffeffion 
4 of Virginia above One Hundred and Sixty Years ; 

4 and und er_ t haft^f^i King the Inhabitants of 
4 Virginia hold thefi|H#nd ^ fo they thought there 
4 might be fome Miftake. 

4 Wherefore they defired the Governor of New- 
4 Tork to inquire of you about it: He fent his In- 
4 terpreter to you in May 1743, who laid this be- 
4 fore you, at a Council held at Onondago } to which 
4 you anfwer, 

4 That if you had any Demand or Pretenfions 
4 upon the Governor of Virginia, any IVay, you wou’d 
4 have made it known to the Governor of New- York. 

4 This correfponds, with what you faid to Go- 
• vernor Thomas , in the Treaty made with him at 
4 Philadelphia, in July 174a; for then, you only 
4 make your Claim to Lands in the Government of 
4 Maryland. 

4 We are fo well pleafed, with this good Faith, 
4 of you our Brethren of the Six Nations , and your 
4 Regard to the Treaties made with Virginia , that 
4 we are ready to hear you, on the Subject of your 
4 Meffage, eight Years fince. 

4 Tell us what Nation oi^fndian^yovL conquered 
4 any Lands fnm in dimming, ahfwdong^it is fince, 
4 and what PolTefiion you have nac^ And if it does 
4 appear, that there is any Lands on the Borders

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1 of Virginia , that the Six Nations have a Right 

* to, we are willing to make you Satisfa&ion Vo 

* confirm which we give you this String of Warn - 

* fum.’ 

Which was received with the ufualCry of ^probation. 

‘ We have a Cheft of new Goods for you, and 

* the Key is in our Pockets : You are our Brethren, 

4 the Great King is our common Father, and we

‘ We will brighten the Cham, and ftrengthen the 
4 Union between us, fo that we fhall never be di- 

* vided; but remain Friends and Brethren, as long

* we prefent you with this String of Wampum*

1 B ROTHER JJfaraquoa y 
< In your Speech this Morning, yoti were plea* 

* fed to fay, We had wrote a Letter to James Lo+ 
4 gan y about Eight Years ago, to demand a Cotifi* 
4 deration for our Lands, in the Pofleffion of fome 
4 of the Virginians j that you held them, under 

E ‘ the 
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4 the great King, for upwards of One Hundred and 
4 Sixty Years, and that we had already given up 
4 our Right-, and that therefore, you had dtfired 
4 the Governor of New-Tork to fend his Interpreter 
4 to us laft Year, to Onondago , which he did*, and, 

* as you fay, we, in Council at Onondago , did de- 
4 clare. That we had no Demand on you jor Lands ; 

4 and that if we had any Tretenfions , we fbould have 
4 made them known to the Governor oj New-York. 

4 And likewife, you defire to know if we have 

* any Right to the Virginia Lands; and that we 
4 will make fuch a Right appear, and tell you what 
4 Nation of Indians we conquered thofe Lands from. 

4 Now we anfwer. 

4 We have the Right of Conqueft, a Right too 
4 dearly purchaled, and which coft us too much 
4 Blood, to give up, without any keafon at all, as 
4 you fay we have done, at Albany. But we Ihou’d 
4 be oblig’d to you, if you would let us fee that 
4 Letter, and inform us, who was the Interpreter, 
4 and whofe Names are put to the Letter; for as 
4 the whole Tranfa&ion can’t be above a Year’s 
4 Standing, it muft be frefli in every Bodies Memo- 
4 ry, and fome of our Council would eafily remem- 
4 ber it. 

4 But we allure you, and are well able to prove, 
4 that neither we, nor any Part of us, have ever 
4 relinquilhed our Right; or ever gave fuch an An- 
4 fwer, as you fay is mentioned in your Letter. 

4 Cou’d we, fo many Years ago, make a formal 
4 Demand by James Logan y and not be fenfible of 
4 our Right? And hath any Thing happened fince 
4 that Time, to make us lefs fenfible ? No: And 

4 as 
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as this Matter can be eafily cleared up, we are 
anxious it Ihou’d be done; for we are P°^ tive i 
fuch Thing was ever mentioned to us at Onondago , 

nor anv where elfe. , r 

< All the World knows, we conquered the feve- 
ral Nations living on Sufyuehama, Cohongaront*, 
and on the Back of the great Mountains m Vtrgt 
nm : The Conoy-ucb-fugh-roonoa, Coch-ntn 
roonaw, Tohod-irough-rooniw , and Cam^tun- 
ough-roonaw, feel the EfFefts of our Conqueft be¬ 
ing now a Part of our Nations, and their Lapd 

at our Difpofal. , r ., 

‘ We know very well, it hath often been iai , 

by the Virginians , That the great King of 
land ., and the People of that Colony, conquered 
the Indians who lived there; but it is n ^ t f ue . 
We will allow, they have conquered the Sachdag- 
ugh-roonaw , and drove back the Tufcaroras', and 
that they have, on that Account, a Right to fume

< have the Key in your Pockets. We do not doubt 
{ but we fliall have a good Uqderftanding m all 

E 2 * Points* 
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<• Points, and come to an Agreement with you. 
« Wc °pen all our Hearts to you, that you 
€ ma y. know every Thing in them; we will hide 
< nothing from you. And we hope, that if there 
c be an y Thing ftill remaining in your Breaft, that 
t ma y ocpafion any Difpute between us, you will 
take this Opportunity to unbofom your Hearts, 

* and lay them open to us ; that henceforth, there 
c may be no Dirt or any other Obftacle in the Road 

* between us. And in Token of our hearty Wiihes 

* to bring about fo good a Harmony, we prefent 
you with this Belt of Wampum.* 

Which was received with the ufual Ceremony. 

* BROTHER AJfaraquoa, 
c We muft now tell you what Mountains we 
mean, that we fay are the Boundaries between 
you and us. You may remember, that about 
1 wenty Years ago, you had a Treaty with us at 
Albany, when you took a Belt of Wampum and 
made a Fence with it on the Middle of the Hill, 
and told us, that if any of the Warriors of the 
Six Nations came on your Side of the Middle of 
the HilJ, you would hang them ; and you gave 
us Liberty to do the fame with any of yoqr .Peo¬ 
ple, who fhould be found on our Side of the 
Middle of the Hill : This is the Hill we mean; 
and we delire that 1 reaty may now be confirm’d. 

After we left Albany , we brought our Road 
a great deal more to the Weft, that we might 
comply with your Propofal; but tho’ it was of 
your own making, your People never obferv’d ir, 
but came and lived on our Side of the Hill; which 
we don’t blame you for, as you live at ,a great 

[ Diftance, 
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* Diftance, near the Seas, and can’t he thought to 

* know what your People do in the back Parts: 

4 And on their fettling, contrary to your own Pro- 
‘ pofal, on our new Road, it fell out, that our War- 
4 riors did fome Hurt to your Peoples Caftle; of 

* which a Complaint was made, and transmitted to 
4 us by our Brother Otias j and we, at his Requeft, 

4 altered the Road again, and brought it to the 
4 Foot of the great Mountains, where it now is: 

4 And it is impoflible for us to remove it any further 

* to the Weft, thofe Parts of the Country being ab- 
4 folutely impaffable, by either Man or Beaft. 

4 We had not been long in the UTe of this new 
4 Road, before your People came like Flocks of 
4 Birds, and fat down on both Sides of it; and yet 
4 we never made a Complaint to you, tho’ you muft 
4 be fenlible, thefe Things muft have been done, 
4 by your People, in manifeft Breach of your own 

* Propofal, made at Albany. 

4 And therefore, as we are now opening our 
4 Hearts to you, we cannot avoid complaining, and 

* defire all thefe Affairs may be fettled: And that 
4 you may be the Stronger induc’d to do us Juftice 
‘ for what is paft, and to come to a thorough Set- 
4 tlement for the future, we, in the Prefence of the 
4 Governor of Maryland, and Brother Onas , prefent 
4 you with this Belt of Wampum*' 

Which was received with the uftnal Ceremony . 

Then Tachanoontia added, 4 He forgot to fay, 
f that the Affair of the J^oad muft be look’d upon, 
4 as a Preliminary to be fettled before the Grant of 
4 Lands ; and that either the Virginia People muft 

* be oblig’d to remove more Eafterly,, if they are 

*' 4 per- 
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‘ permitted to ftay, that our Warriors, marching 
‘ that Way to the Southward, lhall go Sharers with 
‘ them in what they plant.*

The Governor fpoke as follows: 

‘ FRIENDS and BRETHREN^/the 
4 Six Nations, 

* I am always forry, when any Thing happens, 
4 that may give you or us the leaft Uneafinefs; 
4 but as we are mutually engag'd, to keep the Road 
4 between us clear and open, and to remove every 
4 Obftru&ion that may lye in the Way: I muft in- 
4 form you, That three of the Delaware Indians , 

4 lately murdered John Armfirong an Indian Trader, 

4 and his two Men, in a moft barbarous Manner, 

4 as he was traveling to Alligany y and Hole hi^ 

4 Goods of a confiderable Value. 

4 Shikalamy y and the Indians fettled at Shomockin , 
did well, they feized two of the Murders, and 

« fent 
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fent them down to our Settlements; but the /»- 
dians , who had the Charge of them, afterwards 
fuffered one of them to efcape, on a Pretence, 
that he was not concern’d in the bloody Deed \ 
the other is now in Philadelphia Goal. 

« By our Law, all the Acceflaries to a Murder, 
are to be tried and put to Death, as well as the 
Perfon that gave the deadly Wound \ if they con- 
fented to it, encouraged it, or any otherwife af¬ 
fined in it, they are to be put to Death ; and it is 
juft, it ftiou’d be fo. 

‘ If upon Trial, the Perfons prefent at the Mur¬ 
der, are found not to have done any of thefe 
Things, they are fet at Liberty. 

4 Two of our People were, not many Years ago, 

4 publickly put to Death, for killing two Indians. 

4 We therefore expect, you will take the moft ef- 
4 fedual Meafures, to feize, and deliver up to us, the 
4 other two Indians , prefent at thefe Murders, to 
4 be tried with the Principal now in Cuftody. If it 
4 lhall appear, upon their Trial, that they were not 
4 advifing, or any ways affifting in this horrid Fad, 

4 they will be acquitted and fent home to their 
4 Towns: And that you may be fatisfied, no In- 
4 juftice will be done to them, I do now invite you, 

4 to depute Three or more Indians , to be prelent 
4 at their Trials. 

4 I do likewife exped, that you will order ftrid 
4 Search to be made, for the Remainder of the 
4 ftolen Goods, that they may be reftor’d to the 
4 Wile and Children of the deceas’d. 

4 That what I have laid, may have it’s due 
4 Weight with you, I give you this String of 
4 Wampum.’ 

Which was received with iheufualCry of approbation.

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The Governor ordered the Interpreter to tell 
them, He expe&ed a very full Anfwer from them, 
and that they might take their own Time to give 
it, for he did not defire to interfere with the Bufi- 
nefs of Virginia or Maryland. 

They faid. They would take it into ConJideration y 
and give a full Anfwer. 

The Commiffioners of Virginia let them know by 
the Interpreter, that they wou'd fpeak to them in 
the Afternoon.

The Commiffioners defired the Interpreter to tel] 
the Indians , they were going to fpeak to them. 
Mr. Weifer acquainted them therewith. After 
which the laid Commiffioners l'poke as follows * 

‘ Our good FRIENDS and BRETHREN 
‘ the Six united Nations, 

4 We have confidered what you faid, concerning 
* y°ur Title to fome Lands now in our Province, 

4 and 
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< and alfo of the Place where they lye : Although 
4 we carihot admit your Right, yet we are fo refolved 

* to live, in brotherly Love and Affe&ion with the 
4 Six Nations , that upon your giving us a Releafe 
4 in Writing* of all your Claim to any Lands iti 

* Maryland\ we fha.il make you a Compenlatioflj 

* to the Value of Three hundred Pounds Current $ 
4 for the Payment of part whereof, we have brought 

* fome Goods, and fhail make up the reft, in what 
4 Manner you think fit. 

* As we intend to fay fortiething to you; about 
4 our Chain of Friendship, after this Affair of thtf 
Land is fettled : We defire you will now examine 
the Goods, and make an End of this Matter* 

4 We will not omit acquainting our good Friends 
4 the Six Nations , That notwithftanding we ard 
4 likely to come to an Agreement, about yout 
4 Claim of Lands ; yet your Brethren of Maryland,\ 
4 look on you to be as one Soul and one Body with 
4 themfelves : Arid as a broad Road will be made 
4 between us, we fhail always be defirous of kcep- 
4 ing it clear, that we may from time to time take 
4 Care, that the Links of our Friendfhip be not 
4 rufted. In Teftimony, that our Words and Hearts 
4 agree, we give you this Belt of Wampum* 

On presenting of which ^ the Indians made the ufual 
Cry of approbation. 

"Mr. Weifer acquainted the Indians * That they 
might now look over the feveral Goods, plac’d oil 
a Table in the Chamber, for that Purpofe : And 
the Honourable Commiflioners bid him tell them* 
il they diflik’d any of the Goods, or if they were# 
F damaged* 
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damaged, the Ommiflioners would put a leis Price 
on fuch, that were either diilik’d or damnified. 

The Indians having view'd and examined the 
Goods, and teeming diflatisfied at the Price and 
Worth of fome cf them ; requir’d Time to go down 
into the Court-Houfe, in order for a Confultation 
to be had by the Chiefs of them, concerning the 
faid Goods, and likewife, that the Interpreter might 
retire with them,- which he did ; accordingly they 
went down into the Court-Houie, and foon after 
returned again into the Chamber. 

Mr. Weifer fat down among the Indians , and dif* 
C >urfed them about the Goods; and in fome ihort 
Time after they chofe the following, from among 
the others; and the Price agreed to be given for 
them, by the Six Nations was, viz.

? We are now come to anfwer what you laid to 
us Yefterday, fince what we faid to you before, 
on the? Part of the great King our Father, has 
r»ot been fatisfa&ory. 

fc You have gone into old Times, and fo muft 
>ve : It is true, that the great King holds F/r- 
gtnia by Right of Conqueft, and the Bounds of 
»^hat CGnqueft to the Weltward, is the great Sea. 

‘ If the Six Nations have made any Conqueft 
prey Indians, that may, at any Time have liv'd, 
on the Well Side of the great Mountains of Hir- 
ginia ; yet they never pofleffed any Lands there, 
that we have ever heard : That Part was altoge¬ 
ther deieyt^d, and tree lor any People to enter 
upon, as the People of Virginia have done, by 
order pf the great King, veryjuftly, as well by 
ap antient Right, as by it's being freed from the 
poffellion of any other; and from any Claim, 
even of you the Six Nations our Brethren, until 
wjthin thefe eight Years. 

‘ The fift Treaty between the great King, jij 
behalf of his Subje&s of Virginia , and you, that 
w e can find, was made at Albany, by Colonel 
Henry Qot^yfky, feyenty Years fince; this was a 
Treaty of Friendlhip, when the firft Covenant 
Chaijr was made, when we and you became Bre¬ 
thren. 

‘The next Treaty was alfo at Albany , about 
Fifty eight Years ago, by the Lord Howard 
Governor of Virginia ; then you declare your- 
felves Subjects to the great King our Father ; 
and gave up to him all your Lands, for bis Proi 
tedion. * Thi* 
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< This you own in a Treaty, made by the Go¬ 
vernor of New-Tork with you, at the fame Place, 
in the Year 1687, and you exprefs yourfelves in 
thefe Words : 

* O Brethrtit, you tell us , the King of England is 
a very g> eat Kmg ; and why fbou’d you not join 
with us in a jufi Caufe, when the French join With 
our Enemies in an unjufl Caufe ? O Brethren , we 
fee the Re afon of this : For the French would kill 
us all y and when that is done , they wou*d carry all 
the Beaver Trade to Canada; and the great King 
of England wou’d lofe the Land likewife : And 
therefore , O GREAT SACHEM beyond the 
great Lakes y awake , and fuffer not thofe poor Indi¬ 
ans that have given themfelveSy and their Lands y 
under your TroteRion, to be dejlroyed by the French 
without a Caufe. 

1 The laft Treaty we (hall fpeak to you about, 
is that made at Albany by Governor Spotfwood, 
which you have not recited as it is; for the white 
People, your Brethren, of Virginia } arc in no Ar¬ 
ticle of that Treaty, prohibited to pafs and fettle 
to the JVeflward of the great Mountains: It is 
the IndtanSy tributary to Virginia , that are re- 
ftrained, as you, and your tributary Indians are, 
from palling to the Eaftward of the fame Moun¬ 
tains, or to the Southward of Cohongoronta ; and 
you agree to this Article in thefe Words: 

* That the great River Potomack, and the high 
Ridge of Mountains y which extend all along the 
Frontiers Virginia, to the Weft ward of the pre¬ 
font Settlements of that Colony y fball be, for ever , 
the eflablifbed Boundaries between the Indians, fub- 
jeEl to the Dominion of Virginia, and the Indians 
belonging to, and depending on the Five Nations: 
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4 So that neither our Indians fhall not, on any ‘Pre- 
4 fence whatfoever, pafs to the Northward or Weft- 

* ward of the /aid Boundaries , without having to 
€ produce a Tafport, under the Hand and Seal of the 
1 Governor or Commander in Chief of Virginia; nor 
c your Indians pafs to the Southward or Eaftward of 
4 the faid Boundaries , without a Tafpo > t in like Man- 

* ner , from the Governor or Commander in Chief of 
4 New-Yoik. 

‘ And what Right can you have to Lands that 
4 you have no Right to walk upon, but on certain 
4 Conditions ? It is true, you have not obferved this 
4 Part of the Treaty, and your Brethren of Vtrgi- 
8 nia have not infilled on it with a due Stri&ncls; 
4 which have occafioned lome Mifchief. 

4 This Treaty has been lent to the Governor of 
4 Virginia , by Order of the great King, and is 
4 what we mull rely on; and being in Writing, is 
4 more certain than your Memory: That is the 
4 Way the white People have, of preferving Trank 
4 a&ions of every Kind, and tranfmitting them down 
4 fo their Childrens Children for ever; and all Dif- 
4 putes among them are fettled by this faithful 
4 kind of Evidence, and mull be the Rule between 
4 the great King and you. 

4 This Treaty your Sachems and Warriors fign’d; 

4 Some Years after the fame. Governor Sfotfwood % 

4 in the Right of the great King, had been, with 
‘ fome of the People of Virginia, in Pc.fieffion of 
f thefe very Lands, which yon have fet up your 
4 late Claim to. 

4 The Commiffioners for Indian Affairs at Many , 

4 gave the Account we mentioned to you Yeftei- 
4 day, to the Governor of New-Tork t and he fent 
4 it to the Governor of Virginia ; their Names will 

* bs given you by the Interpreter/ 
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‘ brethren, 

« This Difpute is not between Virginia and you; 

< it is fitting up your Right againft the great King, 

« under whofe Grants the People you complain of 

* are fettled : Nothing But a Command from the 

* great King can remove them : They are too pow- 
‘ erful to be removed by any Force of you, our Bre- 
4 thren ; and the great King, as our common Fa- 
4 ther, will do equal Juftice to all his Children: 

4 Wherefore we do believe, that they will be con- 
4 firm’d in their Poflelfion. 

4 As to the Road you mention, we intended to 
4 prevent any Occafion for it, by making a Peace 
4 between you and the Southern Indians, a few 
4 Years fince, at a confiderable Expence to our great 
4 King; which you confirmed at Albany : It feems, 

4 by your being at War with the Catawbas , that it 
4 has not been long kept between you. 

4 However, if you defire a Road, we will agree 
4 to one, on the Terms of the Treaty you made 
4 with Colonel Spotfwood\ and your People, be- 
4 having themlelves orderly, like Friends and Bre- 
4 thren, fhall be ufed, in their Paffage thro’ Vtr- 
4 ginia , with the lame Kindnefs as they are, when

4 We are willing to renounce all Right to lord 
4 Baltimore, of all thofe Lands lying Two Miles 
4 above the uppermoft Fork of Totomack , or Cohon - 
4 goronta Kiver, near which Thomas Criffitp has a 
4 hunting or trading Cabbin, by a North Line, to 
4 the Bounds of ‘Pennsylvania: But in cafe fuch Li- 
4 mits lhall not include every Settlement or Inhabit

ban : The Interpreter inform’d the Governor and 
Commiffioners, that as the Lord Proprietor and Go¬ 
vernor of Maryland , was not known to the Indians , 
by any particular Name, they had agreed in Coun¬ 
cil, to take the firft Opportunity of a large Com¬ 
pany, to prelent him with one; and as this with 
them, is deem’d a Matter of very great Confe- 
quence, and attended with Abundance of Form : 
The feveral Nations had drawn Lots, for the Per¬ 
formance of the Ceremony \ and the Lot falling on 
the Cayuga, Jfatioq, they had chofen Gacbraddodow

one of their Chiefs, to be their Speaker; and he 
defired Leave to begin, which being given : He, 
on an elevated Part of the Court-Houie, with all 
the Dignity of a Warriour, the Gcfture of an Ora¬ 
tor, and in a very graceful Pofture, fpoke as fol¬ 
lows : 

4 As the Governor of Maryland had invited them 
4 here, to treat about their Lands, and brighten 
4 the Chain of Friendfhip; the United Nations ,

nourable the Commiflioners of Virginia and Mary¬ 
land, and to the Gentlemen then prefent, he pro¬ 
ceeded : 

4 As there is a Company of great Men now af- 
c ftmbled, we take this Time and Opportunity to 
6 publifh this Matter, that it may be known Tocarry- 
4 hogan is our Friend, and that we are ready to ho- 
1 nour him; and, that by fuch Name, he may be al- 
4 ways called and known among us; and we hope, 

4 he will ever acl towards us, according to the Ex- 
4 cellence of the Name we have now given him, and 
€ enjoy a long and happy Life/ The 
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The Honourable the Governor and Commiffioners, 
and all the Company prefent, returned the Com¬ 
pliment, with three Huzza’s; and after drinking 
Healths to our gracious King and Six Nations, the 
Commiffioners of Maryland proceeded to Bufinefa 
in the Court-Houfe Chamber, vnth the Indians , 
where Conrad Weifer Interpreter was prefent. 

The Honourable the Commiffioners, ordered Mr. 
Weifer to tell the Indians , That a Deed, releafing 
all their Claim and Title, to certain .Hands lying in 
the Province of Maryland \ which by them was a- 
greed to be given and executed, for the Ufe of the 
Hord Baron of Baltimore , Lord Proprietor of that 
Province, was now on the Table, and Seals ready 
fixed thereto. 

The Interpreter acquainted them therewith, as 
defired, and then gave the Deed to Canafdteego the 
Speaker, who made his Mark, and put his Seal and 
delivered it ; after which. Thirteen other Chiefs or 
Sachems of the Six Nations , executed it in the fame 
Manner, in the Preience of the Honourable the 
Commiffioners of Virginia , and divers other Gentle¬ 
men of that Colony, and of the Province of Benn- 
Jylvania and Maryland. 

Plenty of Wine and Punch was given to the 
Indians . 

The Honourable the Commiffioners of Maryland 
drank Healths to the great King and the Lord 
Baltimore, the Six Nations and the feveral Chiefs, 
who drank and returned the fame Healths, and that 
cl the laid Commiffioners.

* to be good in their Kinds, and we believe they 

2 are fo. Thefe Goods, and Two Hundred Pounds 
6 in G^ld, which lie now on the Table, we will 

* give you, our Brethren of the Six Nations , upoq 
t Condition, that you immediately make a Deed, 

* re cog- 
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‘ recognizing the King’s Right to all the Lands that 
( are, or lhall be, by His Majefty’s Appointment 
4 in the Colony of Virginia. 

* As to the Road, we agree you lhall have one; 
4 and the Regulations are in a Paper, which the In- 
‘ terpreter now has in his Cuftody to Ihew you: 
c The People of Virginia lhall perform their Part* 
4 if you and your Indians perform theirs: We are 
4 your Brethren, and will do no Hardlhips to you* 
4 but, on the contrary, all the Kindnefs we can/ 

The Indians agreed to what was faid ; and Cana- 
fateego defired that they would reprefent their Cafe 
to the King, in order to have a further Conliderati- 
on, when the Settlements increafed much further 
back: To which the Commillioners agreed, and 
promifed they would make fuch a Reprefentation 
faithfully and honellly * and for their further Secu¬ 
rity that they would do fo, they would give them 
a Writing, under their Hands and Seals, for that 
Purpofe. 

They delir d that lome Rum might be given 
them, to drink on their Way home; which the 
Commiflioners agreed to, and paid them in Gold lor 
that Purpofe, and the Carriage of their Goods from 
Philadelphia. 

Canafateego further faid, That as their Brother 
Tocarry-hogan, fent them Provifions on the Road 
here, which kept them from Itarving; he hop’d 
their Brother jlffaraquoa would do the fame for 
them back, and have the Goods he gave them, car¬ 
ried to the ulual Place: Which the Commillioners 
agreed to, and ordered Proyifions and Carriages to 
be provided accordingly, "After 
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After this Conference, the Deed was produc’d, 
and the Interpreter explain'd to them inch accord¬ 
ing to their Rank and Quality, they put their 
Marks and Seals to it, in the Prefence » the Com- 
miffioners of Maryland , and of leveral Gentlemen of 
Virginia ,, Maryland , and 'Temifyhanta as Witnef- 
fes; and when they delivered the Deed, CanafaZe o 
delivered it to the Commifiioners of Virginia, tor 
the Ufe of their Father the great King, and hoped 
he would confider them: On which, the Gentlemen 
and Indians prefent, gave three Shouts. 

Canafateego , Tachanoontia , Shickcalamy , and fe¬ 
deral others, faid, they hoped lomething wou'd be 
given them to drink, for they were very dry. 

The Commifiioners ordered a fufficient Quantity 
of Wine and Water to be mixed, and drank Health 
to the great King and the Six Nations , their Brethren* 
and departed with the reft of the Gentlemen from 
the Chamber.

GbMRAD Weiser, Interpreter* 

The Governor fpoke as follows: 

* FRIENDS and BRETHREN of the 
4 Six Nations, 

* At a Treaty held with many of the Chiefs of 

* your Nations, Two Years ago, the Road between 
4 us was made clearer and wider ; our Fire was en- 

* larged* and our Friendlhip confirm’d, by an Ex- 
4 change of Prefents, and many other mutual good 
4 Offices. 

4 We think ourfelves happy* in having been ln- 
4 ftrumentai to your Meeting with our Brethren of 
4 Virginia and Maryland\ and we perfuade our- 
4 fclves that you, on your Parts, will always re- 
4 member it, as an Inftance of our good W ill and 
4 AfFe&ion for you* This has given us art Oopor- 
4 tunity of feeing youfooner than perhaps we fhbu’d 
4 otherwile have done} and as we are under mutual 
4 Obligations by Treaties, we to hear with our Ears 
I * for 
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* for you, and you to hear with your Ears for us, 
‘ we take this Opportunity to inform you of what 
4 very nearly concerns us both. 

1 The Great King of England, and the French 
4 King, have declared War againft each other: 
4 Two Battles have been fought, one by Land and 
4 the other by Sea; the Great King of England 
4 commanded the Land Army in Perfon, and gain'd 
4 a compleat Viftory; Numbers of the French were 
4 kill'd and taken Prifoners, and the reft were forc’d 
4 to pafs a River with Precipitation, to fave their 
4 Lives: The Great God covered the King's Head 
4 in that Battle, lo that he did not receive the leaft 

* Hurt; for which you, as well as we, have Rea- 
4 Ion to be very thankful. 

4 The Engagement at Sea was likewife to the 
4 Advantage of the Engltjh : The French and Spani- 
4 ards join’d their Ships together, and came out to 

* fight us : The brave Englijh Admiral burnt one 
4 of their largeft Ships, and many others were fo 
4 lhatter’d, that they were glad to take the Op- 
4 portunity of a very high Wind and a dark Night 
4 to run away, and to hide themlelves again in their 
4 Harbours. Had the Weather prov'd fair, he 
4 wou’d, in all Probability, have taken or deftroy’d 
4 them all. 

4 I need not put you in Mind how much WiF 
4 It am Penn , and his Sons, have been your Friends, 
4 and the Friends of all the Indians ; you have long 
4 and often experienc’d their Friendlhip for you: 
4 Nor need I repeat to you how kindly you were 
4 treated, and what valuable Prefents were made to 
4 you, Two Years ago, by the Governor, the Coun- 
4 cil, and the Aflembly of Pennsylvania. The Sons 
4 of William Penn are all now in England, and have 

4 left 
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* left me in their Place, well knowing how much I 
« regard you, and all the Indians: As a frelh Proof 

* of this, I have left my Houfe and am come this 
4 far to fee you, to renew our Treaties, to brighten 

* the covenant Chain, and to confirm our Friend- 

* Ihip with you. In Teftimony whereof, I prefent 
4 you with this Belt of Wampum.’ 

Which was received with the ufual Cry of 
approbation. 

4 As your Nations have engaged thenjfelves, by 

* Treaty, to affift us, your Brethren of Tennfylva- 
€ nia , in Cafe of a War with the French , we do not 
4 doubt but you will punctually perform an En-* 
4 gagement fo folemnly entered into. A War is 
4 now declar’d, and we expeCt you will not fuffer 
4 the Frenchy or any of the Indians in Alliance with 
4 them, to march through your Country to difturb 
4 any of our Settlements; and that you will give us 
4 the earlieft and belt Intelligence of any Defigns 
4 that may be formed by them to our Difadvantage, 
4 as we promife to do of any that may be to yours. 
4 To enforce what I have now faid to you, in ther 
4 ftrongeft Manner, I prefent you with this Belt of 
4 Wampum ’ 

Which was received with the ufual Ceremony, 

After a little Paufe, his Honour the Governor 
fpoke again: 

4 FRIENDS and B RETHR EN of the 
4 Six Nations, 

4 What I have now faid to you, is in Conformi- 

* ty to the Treaties fubfifting between the Province 
J of which J am Governor, and your Nations: I

After a little Time, the Commiffioners of Virginia 
fpoke as follows; 

c SACHEMS and Warriours of the Six

t Way between us being made fmooth by 

t w ^ at Puls’d Yefterday, we defire how to confirm 
t former Treaties, fnade between Virginia and 
4 y° u our Brethren of the Six Nations , and to make 
our Chain of Ujiioh and Friendfhip as bright as 
' ' ‘ thi 
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* the Sun, that It may not contract any more Ruft 

* for ever; that our Childrens Children may rejoyce 
4 at, and confirm what we have done: And that 
4 you and your Children may not forget it, we give 
4 you One Hundred Founds in Gold, and this Belt 
J of IVantrum * 

On prefenting of which, the Indians gave the 
ufual Cry of approbation. 


4 F RIEND S and B R ETHR EN 9 
4 Altho* we have been difappointed in our En- 
4 deavours to bring about a Peace between you and 
4 the Catawbas , yet we defire to fpeafc to you 
‘ fomething more about them: We believe they 
4 have been unfaithful to you, and fpoke of you 
4 with a foolifh Contempt; but this may be only 
4 the Ralhnefs of fome of their young Men. 

4 In this Time of War, with our common Ene- 
1 mies, the French and Spaniards , it will be the 
4 wifeft Way, to be at Peace among ourfelves ; they 
4 the Catawbas , are alfo Children of the great King, 
4 and therefore we defire you will agree, that we 
4 may endeavour to make a Peace between you 
* and them, that fo we may be all united, by one 
4 common Chain of Friendship; therefore we give 
4 you this String of JVampum * 

IVhich was received with the ufual Ceremony . 


4 BRETHREN,\ 

4 Our Friend Conrad PVeifer , when he is old, will 
4 go into the other World, as our Fathers have 
4 done; our Children will then want fuch a Friend, 
4 to go between them and your Children, to repon- 
4 cilc any Differences, that may happen to ^rife 
4 between them, that like him, may have the Ears 
4 and Tongues, of our Children, and yours. 
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( The way to have fuch a Friend is, for you to 
fend three or four of your Boys to Virginia, where 
we have a fine Houfe for them to live in, and a 
Man on purpofe, to teach the Children of you, 
our Friends, the Religion, Language, and Cuf- 
toms of the white People. 

‘ To this Place we kindly invite you to fend 
fome of your Children; and promife you, that 
they fhall have the fame Care taken of them, and 
be inftru&ed in the fame Manner, as our own Chil¬ 
dren; and be return'd to you again when you 
pleafe: And to confirm this, we give you this 
String of Wampum* 

Which was received with the Cry of appro¬ 
bation. 

Next fpoke the Commiflioners of Maryland: 

1 FRIENDS and BRETHREN, the 
‘ Chiefs or Sachems of the Six united Nations, 
* The Governor of Maryland invited you hither; 
we have treated with you as Friends, and agreed 
with you as Brethren. 

‘ As the Treaty now made, concerning the Lands 
in Maryland\ will, we hope, prevent effectually, 
every future Mifunderftanding between us, on 
that Account; we will now bind falter the Links 
of our Chain of Friendfhip, by a Renewal of all 
our former Treaties: And that they may ftill be 
the better fecur’d, we fhall prefent you with One 
Hundred Pounds in Gold. 

‘ What we have further to fay to you is, let not our 
Chain contract any Ruft; when ever you perceive 
the lealt Speck, tell us of it, and we will make it 
clean ; This we alio expect from you, that it may 

‘ always 


- 
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* always continue fo bright, as our Generations may 
4 lee their Faces in it. And in Pledge of the Truth 
4 of what we have now fpoken, and cur Affe&ion 
J to you, we give you this Belt of Wampum* 

Which was received with the ufual Cry of 
approbation. 

Canafateego, in Return, fpoke as follows t; 

4 BROTHER Ortas , Jlffaraquoa , and To* 
4 carry-hogan , 

* We return you Thanks for your leveral Speeches, 

* which are very agreeable to us; they contain Mat- 
4 ters of fuch great Moment, that we propofe to 
4 give them a very lerious Confideration, and to an- 
4 fwer them fuitably to their Worth and Excellence: 
4 And this will take till To-morrow Morning, and 
4 when we are ready, we fhall give you due Notice. 

4 You tell us you have beat the French ; if fo, 
4 you muft have taken a great deal of Rum from 
4 them, and can the better fpare us lome of that 
4 hot Liquor, to make us rejoice with you in the 
4 Vi&ory/ 

The Governor and Commiffioners ordered a Dram 
of Rum to be given to each, in a fmall Dram-Glafs, 
which the Governor called a French Glafs.

4 tain were fuccefsful, and take Pari: with you in 
4 your Joy on this Occafion.

* had left your Houfe and was come this far, on Be- 
4 half of the whole People of e Pennfyfaama> to' fee us,, 
4 to renew your 'treaties, to brighten the Covenant 

* Chain, arid to confirm your Friendlhip with usi 
4 We approve this Propofition, we thank you for 
4 it. We own with Pleafure, that the Covenant 
4 Chain between us and < Pentif\l e vania , is of old 
4 ftanding, and has never contracted any Ruft; we 
4 with it may alwavs continue as bright as it has 
4 done hitherto: And in Token of the Sincerity of 
4 our Wifhes, we prefent you with this Belt of

4 & ROt HER ON/ 1 S ; 

4 You was pleafed Yefterday to remind us of odr 
4 mutual Obligation to aflift each other, in Calc of 
4 a War with the French ? and to repeat the Sub- 
4 fiance of wfiat we ought to do, by our Treaties 
4 with you ; and that as a War had been already 
4 entered into with the French , you called upon uS 
i to aitift you, and not to lufFer the French to march 
4 through our Country, to difturb any of your Set- 
4 dements. 

4 In Anfwer, we affure you v/e have all thefe 
4 Particulars in our Hearts; they are frefh ill Out 
4 Memory; we lliafi never forget that you and We 
4 have but one Heart, one Head, one Eye, one 

* Eafj and one Hand: We fliail have all yotrr 

K * Country 
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* Country under our Eye, and take all the Care 

* we can, to prevent any Enemy from coming into 

4 it; and in Proof of our Care we mull inform you, 

* that before we came here, we told * Onantio, our 

* Father, as you are pleafed to call him, That net - 

‘ ther he , nor any of his People , fhou'd come through 
4 our Countries to hurt our Brethren the Englifli, or 
4 any of the Settlements belonging to them\ there was 
4 Room enough at Sea to fight , there he might do 
4 what he pleafed ; but he Jhould not come upon our 
4 Land to do any Damage to our Brethren . And 
4 you may depend upon our ufing our utmoft Care to 
4 fee this effectually done: And in Token ofourSin- 
4 cerity, we prefent you with this Belt of Wampum ’ 

Which was received with the lo-hah . 

After fome little Time, the Interpreter faid Ca - 
nafateego had forgot fomething material, and defir’d 
to mend his Speech, and to do fo as often as he 
fhou’d omit any Thing of Moment; and thereupon 
he added, 

4 The Six Nations had a great Authority and 
4 Influence over lundry Tribes of Indians in Alli- 
4 ance with the French , and particularly over the 

* Praying Indians , formerly a Part of ourfelves, who 
4 ffand in the very Gates of the Fretich \ and to 
4 fhew our further Care, we have engag’d thefe 
4 very Indians , and other Indian Allies of the French , 
4 for you: They will not join with the French a- 
4 gainft you; they have agreed this with us before 
4 we fet out: We have put the Spirit of Antipathy

4 againft 
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c againft the French in thofe People; our Tntereft is 
4 very coofiderable with them, and many other Na<- 

* tions; and as far as ever it extends, we fhall ufe 
4 it for your Service." 

The Governor faid, Canafateego did well to mend 
his Speech; he might always do it whenever his 
Memory lhou’d fail him in any Point of Confequence; 
and he thank’d him for the very agreeable Addition. 

4 B ROT HER JJJaraquoa, 

4 You told us Yefterday, that all Difputes with 

* you being now at an End, you defired to confiim 

* all former Treaties between Virginia and us; and 

* to make our Chain of Union as bright as the Sun. 
4 We agree very heartily with you in thefe Pro- 

4 portions; we thank you for your good Inclina- 
4 tions; we defire you will pay no Regard to any idle 
4 Stories that may be told to our Prejudice ; and as 
4 the Difputes about the Land is now entirely over, 
4 and we perfedly reconcil’d, we hope, for the fu- 
4 ture, we lhall not ad towards each other but as 
4 becometh Brethren and hearty Friends. 

4 We are very willing to renew the Friendftilp 
4 with you, and to make it as firm as poflible, for 
4 us and our Children, with you and your Children, 

* to the lateft Generation: And we defire you will 
4 imprint thefe Engagements on your Hearts in the 
4 ftrongeft Manner: And in Confirmation that we 
4 fhall do the fame, we give you this Belt of IVaw-

4 provided, for the Education of Youth, and that 
4 there were feveral white People and Indian ’s ChiX- 
4 dren there, "to learn Languages, and to write and 
4 read, and invited us to fend lome of our Children 
4 amongft you, 1 

* We fruift let you know, we love our Children 

2 too \yeli, to fend them fo great a Way, ahd the 

* Indians are not inclin’d to give their Children 
4 Learning 1 : We allow it to be godd, iridwe thank 
1 you for the Invitation; but our Cuftcms differing 
1 fxbm yours, you will be fo good as to excufe us.

< ferved by the good Spirit, to a good old Age j 
4 and when he is gone under Ground, it will be

4 You fold us Yefterday, that fince there was 
4 now, nothing in Controverfy between us, and the 
4 Affair of the Land fettled to your Satisfaction; 
4 you wou'd now brighten the Chain of Friendfhip, 
4 which had fubfifted between yon and us, ever 
4 fince we became Brethren : We are well pleafed 
4 with the Propofition, and we thank you for it: 
4 We are alfo inclin’d to renew all Treaties, and 

* k ep good Correfpondence with you. You told 
4 us further, if ever we fhou’d perceive the Chain 
4 hid contracted any Ruft, to let you know, 
4 and you would take Care to take the Ruft out, 
f and prcferve it bright: We agree with you in 

* this; and fhall on our Parts, do every Thing to 
4 preferve a good Underftanding, and to live in the 
4 fdmc Friendfhip with you, as with our Brother 

4 Onas and JJfaraquoa : In Confirmation whereof, 

5 we give you’ this Belt of Wampum!

4 We have nowfiniftied our Anfwer, to what you 
4 faid to us Ye Herd ay, and lhall now proceed to 
4 Indian Affairs, that are not of fo general a Concern. 

4 BROTHER Jfldraquoa, 

4 There lives a Nation ot Indian % on the other 
4 Side of your Country, the Tujcarora’s , who are 
4 our Friends, and with whom, we hold Correfpon- 
4 dence \ but the Road between us and them, has 
4 been ftop’d for fome Time, on account of the 
4 Misbehaviour of fome of our Warriours: We 
4 have open’d a new Road for our Warriours, and 
4 they fhall keep to that Road ; but as that would 
4 be very inconvenient, for MdTengers, going to the 
4 Tufcaroro's , we defire, they may go the old Road: 
4 We frequently lend MefFengers to one another, 
4 and fhall have more Occafion to do fo, now that 
4 we have concluded a Peace with the Cherrokees : 
4 To enforce our Requeft, we give you this String 
4 of Wampum* 

Which was received with the ufual Ceremony. 

4 BROTHER JJfaraquoa , 

4 Among theie Tufcaroro *s there lives afewFamilies 
1 of the Conoy Indians , who are defirous to leave them, 
4 and to remove to the reft of their Nation, among 
4 us} and the ftraight Road from them to us, lyes 
4 through the Middle of your Country : We defire 
4 you will give them free Paflage through Virginia , 
4 and furnilh them with Pafles; and to enforce our 
4 Requeft we give you this String of Wampum.* 

Which was received with the ufual Ceremony , 

BVO* 
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4 BRO THER Onas , JJjfaraquoa and Tocarry- 
4 hogan , 

4 At the Clofe of yoar refpeftive Speeches 
4 Yefterday, you made us very handfome Prefents, 
4 and we Jhou’d return you fomething fuitable to 

* your Generofity : But alas, we are poor, and fhall 

* ever remain fo, as long as there are fo many In - 
4 dian Traders among us; theirs, and the white 

* People's Cattle, have eat up all the Grafs, and 

* made Deer fcarce : However, we have provided 
4 a fmall Prefent for you; and though fome of you 
4 gave us more than others, yet as you are all 
4 equally our Brethren; we lhall leave it to you, 
4 to divide them as you pleafe.* And then pre- 
fented three Bundles of Skins. 

Which was received with the ufual Ceremony 
from the three Governments . 

4 We have one Thing further to fay, and that 
4 is ; we heartily recommend Union and a good 
4 Agreement between you our Brethren: Never 
4 dilagree, but preferve a ftrid Friendftiip for one 
4 another, and thereby, both you as well as we, 
4 will become the ftronger. 

4 Our wile Forefathers, eftablilhed Union and 
4 Amity between the Five Nations ; this has made 
4 us formidable, this has given us great Weight and 
4 Authority, with our neighbouring Nations: We 
4 are a powerful Confederacy ; and by your obferv- 
4 ing the lame Merhods, our wife Forefathers have 
4 taken, you will acquire frelh Strength and Power: 
4 Therefore, whatever befals you, never fall out 
4 one with another.'

The Governor replied, 

• The Honourable Commilftoncrs of Virginia and 
* Maryland , having defired me to fi e, k tor them ; 
4 ly on the Part of thofe Governments, as wH! as 
4 on behalf of the Province of 'Fenn/ylvania, return 
4 you Thanks, for the many Proofs you have given 
4 in your Speeches, of our Zeal for the Service of 
4 your Brethren the Englifh\ and in particular, for 
4 your having fo early engag’d in a Neutrality the 
4 fcveral Tribes of Indians in the French Alliance: 
4 We don’t doubt but you will faithfully difeharge 
4 your Promifes. 

4 As to your Prefents* we never eftimate thefe 
4 Things by their real Worth, but by the Difpofi- 
4 tion of the Giver: In this Light we accept them 
4 with great Pleafure, and put a high Value on 
4 them. We are oblig’d to you for recommending 
4 Peace and a good Agreement amongft ourfelves : 
4 We are all Subjeds, as well as you, of the Great 
4 King beyond the Water, and in Duty to His Ma- 
4 jefty, and from the good Affedion we bear each 
4 other, as well as from a Regard to our own In- 
4 tereft, we fhall always be inclin'd to live in Friend- 
^ ihip. 

Then the Commiflioners for Virginiay prefented 
the Hundred Pounds in Gold, together with a Paper, 
containing their Promife, to recommend the Six Na¬ 
tions , for further Favour, to the King. 

Which they received with the lo-hah ; and the Ta¬ 
per was given by theniy to Conrad Weifer to 
keep lor them 0 
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The Commiflioners for Maryland preferred their 
Hundred Pound in Gold. 

Which was likewife received with thelo-hdh. 

CANASATEEGO faid ; 

4 We mentioned to you Yefterday, the Booty 1 
4 you had taken from the French , and ask’d you 
4 for fome of the Rum which, we iuppos-d to be a 
4 Part of it, .and you gave us fome ; but it turn’d 
* out unfortunately, that you gave it us in trench 
4 Piaffes: We now defire you will give us fome in 
4 Englijb Glaffes/ 

The Governor made Anfwer : 

4 We are glad to hear-you have fuch a Diilike 
4 for what is French ; they cheat you in your 
4 Glaffes, as well as in every Thing elfe: You will 
4 confider, we arc at a Diftance from WiUiamsburg % 

4 Annapolis and Philadelphia , where our Rum 
4 Stores ar-e, apd that, though we brought up a 
4 good Quantity with us, you have almoft drank it 
4 out; but potyvithftanding this, we have enough 
4 left to fill our Englsfh Glaffes, and this will ferve 
4 to Ihew the Difference between the narrow Indi- 
4 nations of the French , and generous Difpofitions of 
4 your Brethren the Efiglifb towards you.’' 

The Indians .gave in their Order, five Io-halls , 
and the Honourable the Governor and Gommiffio- 
ners, calling for fome Rum* and' fome middle-fiz’d 
Wine-Gillies ; drank jfrfeith to the great- King of 
England , and the Six Nations , and put an End to 
the Treaty, by three loud Piazza’s, in which all 
the the Company join’d, L In 
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In the Evening the Governor went to take hi* 
Leave of the Indians ; and prefenting them with a 
String of Wampum, he told them, that was in R&. 
turn for one he had received from them, with a 
Meffage, to defire the Governor of Virginia , to fuf- 
fer their Warriours to go through Virginia unmo- 
lefted ; which was rendred unnccefTary by the pre- 
fent Treaty. 

Then prefenting them with another String of 
Wampum, he told them, that was in Return for 
theirs ; praying him, as they had taken away one 
Part of Conrad Weifer\ Beard, he wou’d pleafe to 
take away the other, which he had ordered to be 
done. 

The Indians received the two Strings, with the 
ufual lo-hah ; and then Cauafateego fpoke as 
follows: 

‘ VVe have been hindered by a great deal of Bu» 
‘ finefs, from waiting on you, to have fome private 
‘ Converfation with you ; chiefly to enquire after 

* the Healths of Onas beyond the Water ; we de- 
‘ fire you will tell them, we have a greatful Senle 

* of all their Kindneflfes for the Indians . 

‘ Brother Onas told us, when he went away, 
‘ he would not ftay long from us; we think it is a 
‘ great While, and want to know when we may ex- 
4 pe£t him; and defire, when you write, you will 
‘ recommend us heartily to him ; which the Go- 
‘ vernor promil'ed to do, and then took his Leave 
4 of them/

The Commiffioners of Virginia gave Canajateego 
a Scarlet Camblet Coat, and at the lame Time de¬ 
livered the Paffes to them, according to their Rc- 
queft, and took their Leave of them in form. 

The Commiffioners of Maryland prefented Gach - 
raddodow with a broad Gold-lac'd Hat, and took 
their Leave of them in the lame Manner. 

The Indian Road as agreed to at Lancaster, 
June the 30th, 1744 * 

T HE prefent Waggon Road from Cohongo .- 
ronto above Shenando River, through the 
Counties of Frederick and Augufta by Colonel James 
Wood’s, Jacob Funk’s , Jo ft Hitt’s , Benjamin Ailin's, 
the Widow Givans’ s, Colonel James Baton's, Ta- 
trick Campbell’s, Tat rick Haye's , Gilbert Camp¬ 
bell's, Robert Toung’s Mill, Jofeph Long's, Robert 
Loney's, George Robinfon's Mill, on Roanoke , to 
Adam Herman’s at Tom's Creek on New River, a- 
bove the Blue-Ridge \ fhall be the eftablilhed Road, 
for the Indians our Brethren of the Six Nations , to 
pafs to the Southward, when them i* War between 
them and the Catawbas . 

But before they fhall at any Time, enter the 
Borders of Virginia , they fhall obtain a Pafs, under 
the Hand and Seal of fome Magiftratc of Repute, 
as fhall be appointed for that Purpofe, by the Go¬ 
vernor of New-Fork or Tcntifylvania , whofe Name 
fhall be certified to the Governor of Virginia ; 
which Pafs fhall mention, the Name and Nation of 
the Captain, and the Number of Indians in the 
La Cora* 
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Company,^ and the Bufinefs they are going upon, 
which pais, fhall be alio from Tithe to Time fign- 
ed^ by every Juftice, to whom they (hall ptodrice 
it, in their Journey through Virginia, Which Pafs 
fhall alfo fervc them in their Retard. 

The Indians having fuch Pafs, fhati dot permit 
any Frenchman to go with them, under the Protec¬ 
tion thereof; arid they the faid Indians , fhall not 
take or kill, any Thing belonging to any of the 
People ot Virginia, without their Leave, but be¬ 
have themfelves orderly and peaceably like Bre¬ 
thren, in their Paflage through the Country, both 
going and returning : And when they are in Want 
of Provisions, they fhall apply to the 6rft Juftice 
of the Peace, Captain, or other fuperiour Officer, 
who fhall happen to live on, or nigh the laid Road 5 
which Juftice or Officer, fhall lupply them with 
fufficient Provifiorts, to ferve them to the nextjuftice 
or Officer, and fo on, throughout their Journey 
through Virginia \ the faid Indians making no un- 
neceflary Delays, ranging far out of the laid Road. 

And the Governor of Virginia will take due 
Care, that what is hereby agreed to, on the Pare 
of the People of that Colony, fhall be faithfully 
comply'd with, on Condition that the Indians of 
the Six Nations , who fhall have jfuch Pafles fhalf 
behave^ themfelves, in the Manner, as above is 
txpiefs'd.

for the Service of His Majefty, and the Peace and 
Safety of the Inhabitants of the faid Colony, We> 
the Commiftioners of Virginia, do, at the Defire and 
Requeft df the faid Six Nations of Indians, Promifc 
to move the Governor and Council of Virginia , to 
leprefcnt their Cafe to our faid Sovereign Lord the 
King, to the End His Majefty may extend His fur¬ 
ther Grace and Favour to the faid Six Nations .

P URSUANT to an Agreement made thii 
Day between us, 'Thomas Lee , and William 
Beverley , Efqrs. Commiffiorievs for Virginia , and the 
Six Nations of Indians, We do hereby require all 
Jlis Majefty *s Subjeds in Virginia , to Permit Char let 
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Corry-hati-centha, and Adam Wick-quach-quy-wick y 
Indians of the Canoy Nation , and the ethers with 
them, (not exceeding Ten in Number) to pafs thro* 
the faid Colony of Virginia , to the Tufcaroro Towns 
to the Southward\ and to return Home again, with 
all or fuch of the Indians of the Canoy Nation , refiding 
with the faid Tufcaroros , as ihall think fit to return 
with them, without any Moleftation. Given under 
our Hands at Lancafter, in Tennfylvania, this Fourth 
Day of July, in the Eighteenth Year of our Sove* 
yeign Lord King GEORGE the Second, Anno 
Domini 1744.
